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1. The Reconnaissane: School for Non-Commissioned Officers (Podilustojnicka skola 

pruzkurns) in Sumverk (750/69) conducts a seven-month course to train units 

for penetr>tion of enemy lines, reconnaissance, guerrilla warfare and sabotage. 
On cowrleticn of the course the men return to their original outfits to instruct 
‘ gnecial reconnaissance platoons (ususlly two platoons of the headquarters comreny) 
in the infrn ry units. During 1949 the only requirements for selection to the 
school were suverior intellicence and physical fitnesa. No requirement as to 
political reliabili*y from the Communist viewnoint wes mate. On an average, 

two men were chozen from each infantry company in the Czcch army. A majority 

of the ren attending the school wer: graduates of = secondary school. Prior 

to 1949 these ren would have been sent to a reserve officers’ school. However, 
sinee thot tie, only those with the best school grades hove been sent to reserve 
officers! schools; the remainder have fone to non-comrissioned of “icers! schools 
of one sort or another. 


2. After six weeks of infantry training the men sare trained for about four months 
in guerrille tactics, reconnaissance, sn ping, sabotere, and the svreeding of 
dewornlizing rropaganda among enery troons. These tactics sre carried on by 
grours of scund strength. Dur'‘ng a final six-week training -eriod, si-ilar maneu- 
vers are onurried on by units of corrany strength in the region sround Sumperk, 
often in cooperation with other units. ‘In additicn to the above-mentioned training, 
the men are given rigorous physical excercise and practice in the use of ell tyres 
of light wen cns, buzookas, flare throwers, Inives, strencling wire and jin-jitsu. 
Firing, excert with the bazookas, is done with live am-unition. Wea-ons used at 
the school include Meuser 98N and C7 24 rifles, Grech, Soviet, Gerran and Italian 
model sub-maciine gun-, Czech model 25 lig:t machine guns, Czech rodel 37 henvy 
mich*ne guns, ristols, hand grenades, German bazookas end flame throyvers. The 
strength of the corranies diminished sharrly dur'ng 1950 as ao result of the elimi- 
mition of those not vhystcally fit for the strenuous tr-ining 2nd trcse not 
rolitierly reliable. Thus, the strength of Company K fell from 1°? to 130 nen,
